That successful publishers are also capable of 
equal successes in other lines is shown by the 
very interesting contribution to history in the 
paper, entitled “ The Last Chance of the Con¬ 
federacy,” that appears in the Atlantic for Sep¬ 
tember.

“ Mr. Escott, I hear, begins his editorship of The 
Fortnightly Review with the November number.

THE MORAL OF PIRACY. 

Congress has adjourned without giving a 
thought to the future of the National Library 
at Washington. This everybody knows, and 
everybody had expected. Mr. Lowell has aban¬ 
doned all hope of the international copyright 
coming to anything. This everybody had ex¬ 
pected, too, but not everybody knows. We 
just learn it from the New York Evening Post. 
The Post has given us similar news time and 
time again. There seems now, however, very 
little hope for better comfort than that given 
by the Post , which at least is genuine and un¬ 
mistakable : 

“Nobody is likely to be very much surprised 
at the news; it was anticipated by all who have 
followed the negotiations with any attention. 
The pirates have now a great opportunity, which 
they probably will not neglect, to reap a rich 
harvest, and we trust they will do so, for noth¬ 
ing but unlimited piracy will ever convince the 
great publishers that their attempts to establish 
international copyright on the basis of protection 
to the American book-manufacturers will not 
work. The ‘Harper’ treaty has broken down 
because the publishers have attempted, under 
pretence of making literary property sacred, to 
compel the foreign author to publish his book 
in America. Sooner or later the publishers will 
find out that they must all come into the mar¬ 
ket on equal terms, or else that they will be per¬ 
manently driven out of the market by the pirates. 
The authors’ best friend at present is the pirate, 
for it is the pirate alone who can bring the pub¬ 
lishers to their senses. He has already half- 
converted most of the publishers, and in time 
he will make his work of regeneration com¬ 
plete.”

“A Warning to Dealers in Books !—A cer¬ 
tain Canada publishing house is reprinting 
many of our American copyright publications, 
notably the writings of Mary J. Holmes, May 
Agnes Fleming, Augusta J. Evans, Allan Pin¬ 
kerton. Not content with selling these books 


in Canada and the British possessions, these 
piratical publishers are sending circulars and 
offering to sell these reprints in the United 
States. We hereby give due notice , that any 
person or persons found buying, importing, or 
exposing for sale any of these Canadian re¬ 
prints, are violating the United States Copyright 
Law, and subjecting themselves to heavy penal¬ 
ties ; and we shall in every case prosecute such 
persons to the fullest extent of the law.

As if circumstances had combined to bring 
out in vivid colors the chosen heading of this 
column, the last mail for this week brought a new 
copyright ruling of the Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury, and also the report of the International 
Congress, from which we give the proceedings 
in re “ International Copyright.” The ruling 
which follows herewith is of sufficient interest 
to the trade to be given verbatim, although it is 
virtually based on the section of the Statute 
which we quoted in the Weekly for July 8 . 
Indeed, there is nothing new in the ruling, ex¬ 
cept the individual application of the law, or 
its service as a reminder, which perhaps nobody 
needs more than the officials themselves. Only 
driven to it by persistent pressure, they sudden¬ 
ly discover that there has been a law for just 
this case. The conclusion of the ruling, how¬ 
ever, is an amusing example of the wisdom of 
our four-year expounders and executors of the 
law : “ While it does not appear to be the duty 
of customs officers to proceed for the forfeiture 
of the books, the Collector is authorized to de¬ 
tain them,” etc. And what then ? Can he keep 
them, or has he a right to destroy them? He 
cannot make a present with them, nor sell them 
like silk or Turkish shawls, for their sale is as 
illegal as their importation. Now what is he 
going to do with these books? 

Treasury Department, Office of the Secre¬ 
tary, Washington, D. C., Aug. 11, 1882.

Sir: This Department is in receipt of your 
letter dated the 21st ultimo, relating further to 
the request of Messrs Houghton, Mifflin & Co., 
publishers, that an order be issued forbidding 
the importation of English reprints of “ Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,” which work is copyrighted in 
this country. 

By Section 4964 of the Revised Statutes, the 
importation of any copyright book, published 
in this country without the consent of the pro¬ 
prietor of the copyright, is illegal, and subjects 
such importation to forfeiture to the proprietor. 

Sections 3061 to 3072 authorize the officers 
of the customs to seize any merchandise unlaw¬ 
fully introduced into the United States, and 
secure the same for trial. While it does not 
appear to be the duty of customs officers to 
proceed for the forfeiture of the books, the Col¬ 
lector is authorized to detain them without 
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entry, when he has good reason to believe that 
they are unlawfully imported, and the importer 
fails to show the consent of the proprietor of 
the copyright, in writing, as provided in sec¬ 
tion 4964, R. S. 

You will take action accordingly.

In face of these vigorous measures versus the 
unlawful perversion of American literary prop¬ 
erty, the quiet resignation and humor that 
smile through the few lines which we quote 
from Mrs. Oliphant’s “Literary History of 
England” is as touching as humiliating. In 
referring to the “handsome rosewood chair” 
sent from America to Mrs. Edgeworth, Mrs. 
Oliphant is moved to say that, “ In default of 
other acknowledgements, perhaps some of the 
writers of the present day would not object to 
similar testimonials from that great transatlantic 
audience which British writers are expected to 
minister to, like Spenser’s angels, “all for love 
and nothing for reward.” 


THE NEWSDEALERS’ PROTEST. 

It was only a hundred that met in Chicago 
the other day ; it was only a handful that met in 
Philadelphia yesterday. Are these the forerun¬ 
ners of a general rising, or the last stragglers of 
alostcause? We soon shall learn. Thewheels 
of the bazaar machines are rolling closer and 
closer, and threaten to crush a once proud 
and flourishing trade ; and the publishers, in 
safe distance, look upon the destructive work— 
some, as if it could not be helped, some, as if 
they had a hand in it. But the mills that grind 
booksellers will not stop grinding when the 
booksellers are gone. But will they go? will 
they be allowed to go ? will the trade be driven 
ignominiously from its legitimate ground by a 
few daring adventurers ? This question cannot 
be shirked much longer, and the day is near 
that must decide who is to go. In the mean¬ 
while let us tell, in the plain words in which 
we received it—the story of “the little acorns” : 

“ About twenty newsdealers and periodical 
dealers met Aug. 23, at Philadelphia, and en¬ 
tered a protest against members of the trade who 
have been in the habit of selling reading matter 
below cost price, and thereby injuring the dealer 
generally. It was agreed to send a circular 
letter to the various publishers of the country, 
calling their attention to the fact that their publi¬ 
cations are being sold by tradesmen at a loss, 
and stating that if the practice is continued, the 
newsdealers of the city will no longer handle 
such matter. The trouble arose from the grand 
Philadelphia slaughter-house advertising and 
selling Harper's Magazine for 25 cts. (below 
cost).” 

This is at least a clear showing of hands, and 
no one concerned can plead ignorance as to 
the stake. 


THE NEW HAWTHORNE PUBLICATION. 

From the Springfield Republican . 

The statements and counterstatements about 
the recently announced new romance by Haw¬ 
thorne, “discovered among his papers,” and 
soon to be published, have considerably con¬ 
fused the public, and well advertised the forth¬ 
coming book. The facts, however, are very 
simple. No new “ discovery” has been made, 
and the new publication is not " an entirely new 
and complete romance,” as some of the papers 
have stated. As has been correctly stated, all 
of Hawthorne’s papers were carefully and 
thoroughly examined after Mrs. Hawthorne’s 
death, and the present incomplete manuscript 
of “ Dr. Grimshawe’s Secret,” which was outlined 
in George P. Lathrop’s Atlantic article on Haw¬ 
thorne published in 1872, was with them. In 
this, and a manuscript journal previously writ¬ 
ten, the development of the last completed 
romance of Hawthorne was traced. When their 
father’s papers were divided the larger and 
later manuscripts went to Julian Hawthorne, 
and the smaller and earlier manuscript journal 
to Mrs. Rose Hawthorne Lathrop. The several 
statements that have appeared grew out of the 
erroneous first publication that a “discovery” 
had been made of “a new and complete 
romance,” or one practically finished, and u le t 
for publication in this shape.”. Both the state¬ 
ments of Mrs. Lathrop and Julian Hawthorne 
have now corrected this first announcement, 
and the public, if it doesn’t become further con¬ 
fused, is prepared for a very interesting publi¬ 
cation, if not of an entirely new romance, an 
elaborate study or early outline of one subse¬ 
quently completed. If these two unpublished 
manuscripts, the manuscript journal and the 
larger to which the title of “ Dr. Grimshawe’s 
Secret” is given,could be published together, 
they would make a most interesting supplemen¬ 
tary volume to Hawthorne’s already published 
works, as showing his method of building his 
romances, and the development of his work. It 
would not only interest the general reader, but 
the student of Hawthorne. There ought, too, 
to be a thoroughly written life of Hawthorne. 
There is abundant material for such a work. It 
was at one time intimated that Mr. Julian might 
prepare such a volume. It would, certainly, be 
welcomed by the cultivated reading public.
